‘as you are no doubt aware, the 
Governments in China were able 
to exercise so little control over 
such actions that even the British 
flag was on ozeasion subjected to 
indignities and outrage, and 
breaches of Treaty Rights became 
ag common occurrence. 


Increased Tonnage. 


This state of affairs soon 
brought about the natural result 
that Chinese shipowners who 
were our keen competitors, 
rather than run the risk of 
seizure, or of being subjected to 
exorbitant taxation, preferred in 
many cases to cease operations, 
and vessels of other nations con- 
sequently: reaped considerable 
benefit. Chinese merchants, re- 
cognising the greater. security of 
the British flag both afloat -and 
over Godowns ashore, availed 
themselves extensively of our 
tonnage especially in the Yang- 
tsze trade, to which the foregoing 
remarks particularly apply. 

The Boycott in South China im- 
posed in June 1925, was even- 
tually raised on October 10, 1926, 
having been in force for some 
fifteen months. A resume of the 
Southern China trade is contain- 
ed in the report now in your 
hands. Swatow and Canton, 
both very important shipping 
ports, were definitely closed to us, 
in that any steamer proceeding to 
those ports would be strongly 
picketed, and there would also be 
difficulties in getting even Chin- 
ese crews to agree to call, not that 
they had any sympathy with the 
Boycott movement, but through 
fear of intimidation which was 
allowed to be openly practised by 
local Chinese authorities.

band articles, were found guilty 
by his Honour, Judge Purdy, on 
the third count, senterice 1 be 
deferred until July 22. 

The first ‘and second counts 
were dismissed by Judge Purdy at 
the commencement of . the 
hearing on ‘the grounds that the 
facts were not sufficient to show 
an offence inany but the third 
count of the charge, which 
offence is punishable_ under the 
blanket law of the District of 
Columbia Code, 910. . 

Dr. George Sellet, prosecuting 
for the U.S. government, there- 
after presented to the court cer- 
tain salient points ~in the testi- 
mony of previous witnesses in an 
endeavour to break down the 
atory of Mr. Worthington rela- 
tive to his having been working 
with sanction of the municipal 
police in an attempt to appre- 
hend arms’ dealers and to con- 
fiseate the arms.

The payment of “fees of honour” 
ig the Jast relic of the old system 
by which the Crown remunerated 
its servants by. fees derived from 
the duties with which they | were 
concerned, That .was the origin of 
law: “costs.” : 

Peerages were néver granted 
rewards ,until about the time 
King Henry VII. In 
lier days there were 1 
Isolated. cases _ which might 
be so regarded, ‘but they were 
usually accompanied by gifts of 
lands or money. 

Nowadays the payment of fees of 
honour are not the purchase price 
of the title, but fees paid to offi- 
cials responsible for the issue of 2 
particular document, Some fees of 
honour are still paid direct, but as 
a rule the Government Office which 
collects them is merely the conduit 
pipe of their distribution,

An ° interview 
took place between Britton and a 
local printer, in which Britton 
said: ‘We'nre going to have an- 
other try this year.’ Two hun- 
dred thousand tickets in books of 
twenty were ordered, and 190,000 
were supplied. Two thousand 
. circulars were ordered, and rooms 
were taken where eventually 
thirty persons were employed. At 
the bank was £23,484 to the:

TILE FIRST SEA LORD 
RETIRES, \ 
MADE PRIVY COUNCILLOR.

_ A PRIBUTE. 

Relinquishing his duties at the 
Admiralty at the early age of 56, 
Lord Beatty can look back upon 
teareer in which he has brilliant- 
ly realised every ambition that 
could be entertained by an officer 
of the tinest naval Service in the 
world. He has won honour ‘and 
promotion for acts of personal 
gallantry ashore as well as afloat, 
He has been in command during 
more than one’ of the most 
tremendous sea-fights in history, 
winning therein the unstinted 
gratitude of his countty and the 
enthusiastic devotion of all ranks 


of ‘the Navy. He has received in 
person the surrender of. the most 
powerful and dangerous enemy 
that ever menaced the life of 
Great: Britain by sea, He. has 
held the highest. Service position 
at the Admiralty during the 
most critical phase of naval ad- 
ministration that has ever occur- 
red in time of peaca. Within 
seven morths of hauling down his 
flag as Commander-in-Chief | of 
the Grand Fleet in 1919 Lord 
Beatty was in Whitehall. In 
November last he completed the 
seven years which Article. 243 of 
the King’s Reyulations lays down 
as the maximum period for 
which, save in exceptional cir- 
cumstances, an officer may sit at 
the: Admiralty Board. His 
strongly expressed wish was to 
retire at that time, and it was at 
the personal request of Mr. 
Bridgeman, the First Lord, that 
he remained at his post. No 
mun ever earned by more honour- 
able and arduous service a rest 
from his labours. 


Lord Beatty first gained dis- 
tinction in two campaigns highly 
typical of the forms of service to 
which the British. Navy is re- 
quired to adapt itself in doing the 
work of the Empire. He com- 
manded one of the flotilla of gun- 
doats which accompanied Lord 
Kitchener’s advance up the Nile 
in the Sudan campaign of 1896- 
98; and hig gallantry and good 
leadership in the forcing of 
enemy positions at Hafir and

commander and the D.S.0. Two 
years later he was in the battle- 
ship “Barfleur” on the China Sea 


tion when the Boxer rising took,

Secretary Lo Mr. Churchill he was 
given comnind ‘of the First 
Battle Cruiser Squadron, that 
new combination ‘of high speed 
with tremendous hitting power of 
which so much was expected in 
the event of an outbreak of war.

Navy. He reached the height of 
his fame in the yet more perilous 
conflict carried on by him, after 
his squadron had suffered shat- 
tering loss, in the first phase of 
the Battle of Jutland, when he 


met a situation of appalling dan-|/ 


ger by continuing to fight on 
while leading the enemy within 
reach of the guns of the Grand 
Ficet. The escape of Admiral 
von Scheer from ‘the trap devised 
for him gave rise to a naval con- 
troversy which is active still; but 
it detracted nothing from Lord 
Beatty's fame, and the German 
High Seas Fleet never gave battle 
again, At the end of 1916 he 
succeeded Lord Jellicoe as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Fleet, and after the war was end- 
ced it fell to him to preside over the 
interment of the German Fi¢et 
at Scapa Flow, where he gave the 
historié order that the German 
flag should be “hauled down at 
sunset and not hoisted again.” 
From the culminating triumph he 


passed, as First Sea Lord, to the! 


difficult and worse than thankless 
task of administration involved in

“Empress of Asia,” and 
became a total loss, On the night 
of the [Zth December, the prac- 
tically new steamer “Lienshing,”” 
jon a voyage from Tientsin to 
Shanghai struck the Amherst 
rocks, Smking shortly afterwards. 
‘Although every effort was made 
to obtain an acceptable offer of 
salvage, the position of the vessel 
was eventually considered hope- 
Jess. Insboth easualties, I regret 
to say there was some loss of life, 
which, in the case of the s,s. 
“Lienshing” could have been pre- 
vented had the Chinese passen- 
gers obeyed the orders of the 
ship's oflicers and have made 
some effort to help themselves ‘in 
utilising the boats and life-saving 
appliances provided for them, At 
a'‘naval Court of Enquiry held at 
Shanghai it is satisfactory to 
record that the Master of the ss. 
“Lienshing” was held free of all 
blame for the accident and that in 
the finding, the excellent conduct 
of the ship's personnel after the 
collision was favourably com- 
mented upon... Both ythe -#s: 
‘“Tungshing” and the ss. “Lien- 
shing” were adequately covered 
by insurance and the amounts re- 
coverable-from Underwriters are 
incorporated in the accounts’ now 
before you, - :
